side the State and through their influence no dovbt 
others wil! come looking for summer homes. 

Auto Rest Inn, Piermonts’ summer hotel neer the V"!- 
lage under the efficient and skillful management of Mr 
A. C. Leard has had a verv successful vrowth in bus'i- 
ness and pon Waritv. Mr. Leard built 3 Bungalows at 
the close of last year’s sesson and is contemnlatine other 
extended imnrovements in the ear'v sprine. 

We have had no fires causing property loss. No de- 
structive storms to canse dampge to crons, highwavs or 
_ bridges and if we could find some wav to reduce our tax 
burden to quite an extent we would be as healthy, hannv 
and prosperous as the people in general throughout 
Rural New England.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 





To the Schoo! Board and Citizens of Piermont: 


I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. The aeccamvanyvine statisti- 


cal table should be of interest to every citizen. 


It 
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brings out some significant facts concerning our schools. 

The total registration for the current year is practi- 
cally the same as for last year, 102. The average at- 
tendance for all schoo's was ©3.7 per cent of the mem- 
bership. The average for the state for this period was 
946. There were four ‘more schoo] days due to holidays 
and institutes out of a total of 180 days. The attitude 
on the part of children and parents to attend school 
regularly when convinced that children in general enjoy 
attending schoo" and that it is a pleasure and not a duty. 

The teachers for the present year are as follows: 
Village Gramymar, Dorothy Marshal!; Primary, Loleta 
Moore; River Road, Lillian Swain; Brook Road, Este'le 
Ho'den; Clay Hollow, Jean Bickford; Rodiimon, Velma 
Campbell. The work of these schoo's is being done effi- 
ciently as is shown by standard test results given both 
by teachers and suverintendent. 

Miss Underhill, our school nurse, reports for last 
year 51 school visits, 24 home visits and 18 cases of 
treatment of various defects. 14 chi'dren had work 
done at the dental cl'nic held at Piermont last Fal’. The 
teachers are putting across a good programy of health 
training through the checking un of health habits, talks 
on nersona' hygiene, various hea!th contests and health 
posters. 

“The parent, guardian or other person having the 
custody of a chi'd who is infected with or who has been 
exposed to a communicable disease, shall not nenmit him 
to attend either a public or private school.” The above is 
a copy of the state 'aw Itch is a communicable disease. 
Instead of venting ill-humor on the teacher or schoo! 
nurse who protect the school by sending infected chi'- 
dren home, parents should thank them. 


The new chemica! toilets at the Village Schoo] are | 


proving very satisfactory and have remedied a condition 
which was detrimental both to the children’s health and 
mora's. 

It is my belief that the Piermont schools are in 2& 
vood condition. This condition should not suggest a 
passive satisfaction in our accomplishment but give us 
hone for future advancement. There is in sight new 
and broader educational aims and objectives which wi ! 
train our children for the present and future rather than 
the past. 
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In closing I wish to express my gratitude to the 
School Board for making my work so pleasant. And to 
the public, I am thankful for the cooperative attitude 
manifested in so many ways.
